F. No. 64/1/1 /80-Cab — Energy it, an eshenlial teqmre- 
ment for development. In recent year;,, there has been a sig- 
nificant and continuing increase in the price of oil and also 
uncertainties about its availability on a guaiantecd and 
steady basis. Apart from the impact ibis development has 
on the balance oi payments position, it has serious effects 
on many facets of the economy such as the transport, indus- 
try, agricultural and household sectors, it is, therefore, essen- 
tial that the nation pledge itself to achieve energy sell-suffi- 
ciency as soon as possible. In this context, it is vitally im- 
portant to develop all the indigenous sources of energy in 
India. A major effort is needed to expand energy supply 
from the conventional sou ices; hydro, coni and nuclear 
energy as also to expand domestic oil production, Apart 
from these, new and lencwable energy sources like solar, 
wind and biomass aic of particular interest for supplying the 
energy needs of the iU centralised and rural sectors, as well 
as several potential industrial uses. A considerable base of 
Research and Development for harnessing these energy 
sources has also been established undei the programmes of 
the Department of Science and Technology. The time is now 
iipe to initiate a major and sustained effort for rapid deve- 
lopment of these renewable energy sources his requites in- 
tensification of the R & D efforts for developing technologies 
in this field as well as conscious steps for commercial ex- 
ploitation of the technologies already developed or being 
developed. 

2. It is also necessary lo have institutional anangements 
for a we U- cgou 1 mated approach in the area of new and re- 
newable soui ccs of energy in order to accelerate the pace to- 
wards achieving the goal of energy self-sufficiency, The 
Government of India, therefore, consider it neces&ary to set 
up a mechanism, free from all non-essential restrictions and 
needlessly inelastic rules, which will have lesponsibility in 
th$ entire field of de\e1opmcnt of new and renewable energy 
sources. 

3. After careful consideration, the Government of India 
have decided to establish a Commission for Additional Sour- 
ces of Energy (CASE) with full executive and financial 
power, 

4 . Constitution : 

(a) The Commission for Additional Souices of Encigy 
shall consist of full time and/or part time membcis 
The total number of members shall not be less than 
four but not moie than seven. 

(bj The Chairman of (he Commission will be the Secre- 
tary to the Government of Tndia in the Department 
of Science and Technology. 

fc) The Secretary, Department of Power and y. Secie- 
tary from the Ministry of Finance will be membeis 
of the Commission, 

5. Functions. 

The Commission shall be lesponsible for — 

fa) formulating policies and progiommes, for develop- 
ment of new and renewable sources of energy; 

(b) coordinating and intensifying research and develop- 
ment activities in new and renewable souices of 
energy ; 

(c) ensuring implementation of Governments policies 
in regard to all matters concerning new and renew- 
able souices of cneigy; and 

Id) prepaiing the budget of the Commission. 

6. Within the limits of the budget provision, appiovcd by 
Parliament, the C^mmis'ion shall have the poweis of the 
Government of India, both administrative and financial, foi 
carrying out its work, 

7. .Chairman ; 

(a) The Chairman shall be responsible for aniving at 
decisions on technical questions and advising Gov- 
ernment on matters of policy relating to new and 
renewable sources of energy. All recommendations 


of the Commission on policy and allied matters 
shall be put up to the Prime Minister through, the 
Chairman. 

(d) The Chairman shall have the power to over-rule 
the other Members of the Commission, except that 
the Member for Finance shall have the right to ask 
that any financial matter. In which he does not. 
agree with the Chairman, be referred to the Prime 
Minister and the Finance Minister. 

(c) The Chau man may authorise any member pf the 
Commission to exercise on his behalf, subject to 
such general or special orders as he may issue from 
time to time, such of his powers and responsibilities 
as he may decide. 

8. 1 he Commission shall have the power to frame its own 
rules of procedures. It may meet at such times and places 
m India as may be fixed by the Chairman,

Broad fist of responsibilities of the “Commission lor Addi- 
tional Sources of Fncrgy” 

1. Plan, initiate, financially support^ monitor and under- 
take integrated national research and development program- 
mes involving government laboratories, public and private 
sectoi com pc lies and academic institutions that exist as also 
those which may come into being in the futuie, including 
those the Commission may set up, aimed at generating all 
the knowhow necessary for production programmes in : — 

(a) development of appropriate technology for hiunes' - 
ing solar energy like solar thermal devices and sys- 
tems based on the thermal effects of solar rndialK 
and development of photovoltaic devices and sys- 
tems for direct conversion of solar energy into elec- 
tricity; 

(b) development of wind energy; 

(c) development of bio-mass and bioconversion tech- 
nology.

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(d) development of decentralised energy systems; and 
(c) other new areas as may be entrusted. 

2. Survey the R & D work done by various agencies with 
a view to co-ordinating their programmes and providing ap-

4. Interface research and development with production, 
by amongst other measures : —

wherever required for rapid commercialisation of 
new and renewable energy technologies; 

(ii) taking special steps such as subsidies to ensure that 
the high cost of limited volume production which 
our needs call for, does not become an obstacle to 
start commercial manufacture of products based on 
local know-how. 

5. Survey, plan and approve and undertake programmes in 
the public, private and small scale sectors for production of 
materials, components, equipment and systems for commer- 
cial exploitation of know-how in areas of alternative energy 
sources in consultation with other ministries and industries. 

6. Recommend to Government various incentive measure 
for commercial use of the new and renewable energy tech- 
nologies by industries. 

7. Function as a data bank on all aspects of new and re- 
newable energy sources and advise Government on import of 
technology tn the area of new and renewable sources of 
energy.

— Whereas, upon the invitation of the 
Government of India and acceptance thereof by the Con- 
ference of the Parties, the Third Meeting of the Conference 
of the Parties to the Convention on International Trade in 
Endangered Species of Wild Fauna and Flora (CITES) shall 
be held in New Delhi from February 25 to March 8, 1981. 

And Wheieas, a Mcmoiandum of Understanding was con- 
cluded on 15-1- 1 981 between the Government of India and 
CITES Secretariat regarding the arrangements for the Third 
Meeting of the Conference of the Parties to the Convention 
on International Trade in Endangcied Species of Wild Fauna 
and Flora. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred bv 
Section 3 of the United Nations (Privileges and Immunities) 
Act, 1947 (46 of 1947), the Central Government heieby 
declares that the provisions set out in the achedulo to the 
said Act shall, to the extent, it is necessary, to give effect to 
the Alemorandum of Understanding hereto annexed, apply, 
rnutatis mutandis, to the Third Meeting of the Conference 
of the Parties to the Convention on Endangered Species of 
Wild Fauna and Flora and its representatives and Officers. 

MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING 

The Meeting is convened as a regular meeting of the Con- 
ference of CITES Parties pursuant to Article XI of the Con- 
vention on International Trade in Endangered species of Wild 
Fauna and Flora, adopted at Washington, D. C., on 3rd 
March, 1973 and entered into force from July 1, 1975 


Following acceptance by Conference of Parites, of the invita- 
tion by Governments of India to hold the Third Meeting 
of the Conference of Parties to the Convention on Endanger- 
ed Species of Wild Fauna and Flora at New Delhi from 
Pebiuary 25th to 8th Maich, 1981 (hereinafter leferred to 
as ‘MEETING’), the Government of India (hereinafter 
referred to as ‘THE GOVERNMENT' ) and the CITES 
Secretariat hereby agree as follows ; 

I. PARTICIPATION 

(a) CITES Parties will bo represented by duly autho- 
rised delegates; 

(b) The United Nations, its specialised Agencies and the 
International Atomic Energy Agency, as well as tiny 
State not a part} to the Convention, may be repre- 
sented by observers, who shall have the right to 
participate but not ro vote. 

(c) Bodies or agencies technically qualified in protec- 
tion, conservation or management of Wild Fauna 
and Floia in the Ju/owing categories vho have in- 
formed the secretariat of their desire to be repre- 
sented at meetings of the Conference by observers, 
shall be admitted mless at least one-third of the 
parties present object; 

(1) international agencies or bodies either govern- 
mental or non-governmental, and national 
governmental agencies and bodies; and 

(ii) national non-governmental agencies or bodies 
which have been approved for this purpose by 
the state in which they are located. Once ad- 
mitted these observers shall have the right to 
participate but not to vote. 

II. PREMISES, EQUIPMENT, UTILITIES AND 

STATIONERY SUPPLIES:-- 

The Government shall make available at its expense such 
meeting space and facilities at New Delhi as will be neces- 
sary for the holding of the Meeting. The Meeting premises 
and their facilities are listed in the Annex I, annexed to the 
'Memorandum of Understanding*, suitable working areas and 
all the necessary equipment for the Press and other informa- 
tion media will also be provided by the Government. 

2. The premises shall remain at the disposition of the 
CITES Secretariat throughout the Meeting and for such 
additional time in advance of the opening and after the clos- 
ing as the Secretariat of CITES, on consultation with the 
Government shall deem necessary tor the preparation and 
settlement of all matters connected with the Meeting. 

3. The Government shall, at its expense, furnish, equip 
and maintain in good repair irdl the aforemontationed rooms 
and offices, which are listed in Anncxurc I to the M.O.U.. in 
a manner adequate to the effective conduct of the Meeting. 

4. The Government shall, a* its expense, furnish and main- 
tain such equipment as meineoyrqph, other duplicator and 
photocopying machines, type- writers with keyboards in the 
languages required, tape recorders and such other equipment, 
as is necessary for the efiective conduct of the Meeting as 
listed in Annex I to the Memorandum of Understanding. 

5. The Government shall also provide, at its expense, 
durable items of neccssaiy office supplies such as staplers, 
ashtrays, scissors, waste-paper baskets, letter openers, desk 
calenders, blotting pads, etc., for the purpose of the Meeting. 

6 The Government shall provide within the Meeting nea 
a Bank, a Post Office and telephone, telegraph and travel 
facilities, fiist aid facilities, a cafetaria and restaurant, as well 
as multilingual information services. Space for the public 
invited or permitted to attend the Meeting should also be 
provided. 

7. The Government shall piv for use of all necessary 
utility services including Mrpnnr. 1 communications of the 
Secretariat of the Meeting in New Delhi and all duly autho- 
rised official communication* by feley and telephone between 
the Secretariat of the Meeting and CTTLS Secretariat at Mont 
Blanc and Lfnited Nations Headquarters at New York. 
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8. CITES shall provide at its expense all stationary sup- 
plies necessary for the functioning of the Meeting, as well as 
as the stencils and paper required for documents reproduc- 
tion. The Government shall bear and pay the transport and 
insurance charges for their shipment from Mont RIanc or New 
York: to New Delhi and return. 

T The Meeting area shall also have medical iacilitics 
which shall be adequate to provide first aid for emergencies. 
Immediate access and admission to hospital will be assured 
by the Government whenever required, and the necessary 
tiansport shall be constantly available on call. 

lit STAFF : — 

CITES Secretariat will requiie at New Delhi the intci- 
national stall listed in Annex, II of the M.O.U. and the 
Government shall put at the disposal of the Secretariat such 
staff as required. 

2- The Govrenment shall appoint a liaison officer who 
shall be responsible in consultation with the CITES for 
making and carjying out the administrative and personnel 
airangements for Meeting in terms of J MOU\ 

3, The Government, following consultation with CITES* 
will make available at its expense, and under its administra- 
tive control, the local staff listed in Annex. IT of the M.OU, 
and required to ; — 

(a) Repioduce and distribute the documents needed by 
and for the Meeting; 

(b) Perfotm duties such as typists, clerks, messengers, 
security guards, store keepers, and conference room 
personnel, in lieu of CITES staff available in Mont 
Blanc. 

(c) Provide the services and such staff that may be 
necessary for custodial and maintenance services for 
the equipment and premises made available in con- 
nection with the Meeting, 

4. The local stall referred to ubo\e will be placed undei 
the general supci vision of the Executive Director of UNEP 
and made available before and after the Meeting to the ex- 
tent required for its conduct. 

IV. TRANSPORTATION AND SUBSISTENCE . 

1. Travel to the Meeting will, to the extent feasible, be 
based qu aiding excursion fares fiom their respective duty 
ttations to New Delhi and return. Any member of the Inter 
national stall w ho wishes to return to his duty station bv an 
indirect route may do so provided that he himself pays aDy 
excess over the cost of such excursion faies/diicct com- 
mercial flight. 

2. The Government shall piovuk transpoit at its expense 
foi the use of the Executive Diiector of UNEP and the 
Meeting staff. The Government ^ shall also piovidc, at no 
cost to CITES such addditional facilities as may be required 
for the transportation of CITES staff fiom the Delhi Airport 
to then hoMels *n Delhi upon apivul an l fiom the ; r hotels 
to the Airport upon departure. The Government fchall also 
pio/ida for th^ tiunsportation of Conference equipments and 
materials from the Anport (or port) to the Meeting premises 
and back, 

3. The Government shall make available facilities to assist 
delegations, Secretai iat, Press and other participants in the 
Meeting in matin u hotel rescivations for the duration of the 
Meeting. AH such facilities will be provided at the cost of 
the particioants, and the accounts w.ll be directly settled by 
th- participants with tl.e hole] authorities and others con- 
cerned. The Government shall have and accept no respon- 
sibility or liability in this respect. 

4. Cost of oiganiscd visit to neaicst wildlife sanctuary, if 
any, will be home by the host Government. 

V. PRIVILEGES AND IMMUNITIES : — 

1 . The Convention on the Privileges and Immunities of the 
United Nations and its Specialised Agencies shall be applic- 
able with respect to the Meeting. Accordingly, the represen- 
tatives of States and of the United Nations, its Specialised 


Agencies and the International Atomic Energy Agency, offi- 
cials of the United Nations pcrfoiming functions in connec- 
tion uith the Meeting and bodies or agencies referred to in 
pat a I (c) shall enjoy the * , afd privileges and immunities. 

2. Observers from the specialised agencies at the Meeting 
shall enjoy the privileges and immunities under Articles VI 
and VIIT of the Convention on the Privileges and Immunities 
of the Specialised Agencies. Observes from the International 
Atomic Energy Agency at the Meeting shall enjoy the privi- 
leges and immunities provided under Article VI and IX of 
the Agreement on the Privileges and Immunities ol the Inter- 
national Atomic Energy Agency. Observers from other inter- 
governmental and non-Rove mmental organisations invited to 
the Meeting as observers shall enjoy the privileges and immu- 
nities piovided under Article V of the Convention on the 
Privileges and Immunities of the United Nations. 

3. Withuot prejudice to the Convention on piivilegcs and 
immunities of the United Nations, all persons performing 
functions in connection with the Meeting, including represen- 
tatives of international oiganisutions, lcpresentatives of 
foreign information media and other persons invited to the 
Meeting by the CTTES Secretariat who are duly accredited 
as such shall enjoy immunity from legal pioeess in respect 
of words spoken, written and all acts performed by them in 
their official capacity in connection with the Meeting. 

4. The Government shall ensute that no impediment is 
imposed on transit to and from the Meeting of any peison 
entitled to attend the Meeting and the represen tntives of the 
Press or Radio, Television, Film, or other information agencies 
accredited by the CITES Secretariat upon consultation with 
the Government and other persons officially invited to the 
Meeting by the CITES Secretariat. 

5. All the persons leferred to in this section with the ex- 
ception of local staff recruited by the Government shall have 
the right of entry into and exit from India, They shall be 
granted reasonable facilities for speedy travel, visas where 
required shall be granted, free of chrage as speedily as possible 
and when applications ate received at least two and a half 
weeks before the opening of the Meeting, not latter than two 
weeks before the date of the Meeting. If the application for 
the visa is not made at least two and a half weeks before 
the opening of the Meeting, the visa shall be granted not 
later than three days from the receipt of the application. 
Exit permit, where required., shall be granted free of charge 
and as speedily as possible, in any case not later than three 
days before the closing of the Meeting, 

6. In addition, oil participants and all persons performing 
function:? in connection with the Meeting shall enjoy such 
facilities and courtesies as are necessary for the independent 
exercise of their functions in conneciton with the Meeting. 

7 During the Meeting, including the preparatory and final 
stages of the Meeting, the buildings and areas referred to in 
Article II shall be deemed to constitute CITES Secretariat; 
premises and access thereto shall be subject to the authority 
and control of CTTES Secretariat. 

8 The Government shall allow the importance of all 
equipment and supplies necessary for the Meeting, including 
those needed for tne official requirements and entertainment 
schedule of the Conference, and exempt them from the pay- 
ment of the import duties and other duties and taxes to 
which they are liabcl. It shall issue without delay to the 
CITES Secretariat any necessary import and export penmits, 

Vf. POLICE PROTECTION 

The Government shall provide at its expense such police 
protecHon as may be required to ensure the peaceful and 
orderly functioning of the Meeting. While such police ser- 
vices shall be under the direct supervision and control of an 
officer of the medium ^senior rank provided by the Govern- 
ment this officer shall work in close co-operation with the 
responsible CITES Secretariat official so as to ensure a proper 
atmosphere of security and tranquillity. 

VII. LIABILITY 

1. The Government shall, either directly or through ap- 
propriate insurance coverage, be responsible for dealing with 
any actions claims or other demands against the CITES 
Secretariat or its personnel and arising out of : 

fa) Injury or damage to person or property in the pre- 
mises referred to in Article II above and in Annex: 
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ed. 

(b) Injvuy or damage to person oi property caused by, 
or incurred by using, the transport services refer- 
red to in Article IV, paragraph 2 above; 

(c) The employment for the Meeting ot the personnel 
referred to in Article HI, paragraph 2 and 3 above 
and in Annex II of the Memo rad um of Understand- 
ing. 

2. The Government shall hold harmless the CITES Sec- 
retariat and its personnel in respect of such actions, claims 
or other demands, except when it Is agreed by the parties 
hereto that such damage or injury is caused by gross negli- 
gence or wilful disconduct of the CITES Secretariat per- 
sonnel in which cases steps — shall be taken to establish the 
civil liability of the patty responsible. 

Any such actions, claims or other demands arising out of 
events attributable to force mapeure shall exempt the Gov- 
ernment and the CITES Secretariat from any obligation. 

3. Notwithstanding anything contained in paragraphs 1 
and 2 above, the Government and the CITES Secretariat 
shall not be liable for any consequential, remote or indirect 
damages arising out of such actions, claims or other demands.
